More than 500,000 men—286,- 
000 Nationalists and 240,000 Loy­ 
alists -w ere engaged in battle on 
a 50-miie front knowing that for 
either side decisive defeat might 
mean overwhelming disaster.

THERE IS an old rule that frost­ 
bite should first be treated by the 
application of snow or ice instead 
of heat. 
And there is good reason for this. 
It is sound practice. 
A part of the body may be frozen 
for a brief time without especial in­ 
jury. The temporary freezing of a 
skin surface is followed first by a 
great swelling of the blood vessels. 
Then there is constriction of the ves­ 
sels with tingling, loss of function, 
numbness and mottling or pallor. 
If the freezing is intense or pro­ 
longed, blood clota will form in the 
frozen part 
When heat is applied, the part 
becomes red and swollen, serum es­ 
capes into the tissue spaces, and 
this causes pressure on the blood 
vessels so that circulation is stopped 
to that region and gangrene is like­ 
ly to result. 


Proper Treatment 
This serious consequence may oc­ 
cur from either prolonged freezing 
or from too rapid thawing. 
The p ro p er trea tmen t 
of frost­ 
bite is to rub the part mild ly first 
and try to reestaHish circulation 
gradually. Then rub with snow, ice 
or iced water, leaving the applica­ 
tion of heat to the last. 
Do not go into a warm room if you 
are frost-bitten until the circulation 
has been established and you feel 
that you are warm anyhow. The 
reasons for this are explained be­ 
low under the discussion of consti­ 
tutional effects of frost-bite. 
After the circulation is estab­ 
lished, the tingling and discomfort 
may b« assuaged by the application 
of glycerin or glycerin in combina­ 
tion with boric acid or tincture of 
iodine. Another remedy is equal 
parts of phenol and sweet spirits of 
nitrous ether. The area is painted 


every three hours for three or four 
times. A scab is formed. Alcohol or 
whiskey applied locally is also rec­ 
ommended. 


Parts Affected 
The parts roost likely to have 
frost-bite are the nose, cheeks and 
fingers because the circulation in 
these extremities is not vigorous.

Thi.s 
resulted in many deaths due to small 
hemorrhages everywhere in the 
body. That is why I warned above 
that you should not bring a chilled 
person suddenly into a warm room. 
Recovery has followed proper 
treatment even when the bodily 
temperature has fallen as low as 78 
degrees (normal 9 8 ) and after a 
person has been buried in snow for 
five days.

The 
reasons for this are explained be­ 
low under the discussion of consti­ 
tutional effects of frost-bite. 
After the circulation is estab­ 
lished, the tingling and discomfort 
may be assuaged by the application 
of glycerin or glycerin in combina­ 
tion with boric acid or tincture of 
iodine. Another remedy is equal 
parts of phenol and sweet spirits of 
nitrous ether. The area is painted 


every three hours for three or four 
times. A scab is formed. Alcohol or 
whiskey applied locally is also rec 
ommended. 


P arti Affected 


The parts most likely to have 
frost-bite are the nose, cheeks and 
fingers because the circulation in 
these extremities is not vigorous. 
The same is true of the toes, but 
they are more likely to be protected 
from direct exposure to the cold.

The secondary redness from a 
frost-bite usually disappears within 
a few days, but it may be permanent 
or recur as a local spot of pallor 
when the part is again chilled. 
The constitutional effects of ex­ 
treme cold are, first, stimulation, 
followed by depression, pain, numb­ 
ness and extreme drowsiness. 
When Napoleon’s soldiers were 
retreating from Moscow, they would 
rush to any campfire they saw and 
begin to thaw themselves out. This 
resulted in many deaths due to small 
hemorrhages everywhere in the 
body. That is why I warned above 
that you should not bring a chilled 
person suddenly into a warm room. 
Recovery has followed proper 
treatment even when the bodily 
temperature has fallen as low as 78 
degrees (normal 98) and after a 
person has been buried in snow for 
five days.

ASHINGTON—-Early in the New Deal, 
President Roosev elt conceiv ed 
the 
idea of p u tting all the commu nications 
sy stems of the cou ntry u nder the control 
of one bu reau . 
This was not a bad idea. Hitherto, the 
telegrap h and telep hone comp anies had 
been regu lated by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which regarded them as step ­ 
children, while the rap idly ex p anding 
radio indu stry was regu lated by a lethargic 
Radio Commission created by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoov er. 
So to regu late radio, telegrap h and 
telep hone there was created the federal 
Commu nications Commission. 
Conceiv ed 
of good intentions, sp awned in haste and 
fed on incomp etency , this agency has 
tu rned into a p oly glot monstrosity , neither 
man, fowl nor beast. 
With the p ossible ex cep tion of the 
Bitu minou s Coal Commission, it is the most 
inefficient and ineffectu al institu tion in 
Washington. 
Chief reason FCC has become such a 
hy brid is that into its sev en commissioner- 
ship s went men of ev ery p olitical hu e, 
ev ery bu siness backgrou nd, with no regard 
for cohesion, efficiency , or knowledge of 
commu nication. 
Sev en men holding equ al p ower on any 
commission hav e a hard time agreeing, bu t 
selv es, bu t all they hav e will not be enou gh 
to satisfy the Nazis. So the famou s tale of j w^ en jnt0 the hop p ers are du mp ed an ex - 
Hebrew p ersecu tion 3,000 y ears ago in 
Egy p t is being rep eated. 
Will some new* Moses rise u p now and 
comp el a German Pharaoh to “let his 
p eop le go” ? Will a new’ “Red Sea engu lf 
these modern p ersecu tors? 
The sea of wrar, p erhap s. Or of bank­ 
ru p tcy , brou ght abou t by a boy cott on the 
p art of free and normal nations. 


Gov ernor of Rhode Island, a p olitician 
from Mississip p i, a retired nav al officer, 
an ex -tax commissioner of New York, a 
college p rofessor from Oklahoma, and a 
Hoov er camp aign manager in Ohio, the 
resu ltant chaos is u nderstandable. 


NEW CHAIRMAN 
To Frank R. McNinch in 1937 fell the 
lot of straightening ou t the kinks in the 
! tangled skein of federal commu nications. 
A LISTENING LAW-MAKER 
N Illinois state legislator from Chicago! 
was a tou gh job, and he was p icked for 
has hit on a nov el method for finding 
ou t w'hat his constitu ents ex p ect of him. 
He has called a conference of v oters to 
meet fiv e day s before the Janu ary session 
starts. 
Northwestern Univ ersity , whose 
dowmtown camp u s is in his district, is co­ 
op erating with him. 
At the conference the constitu ents will 
do the sp eech-making. 
There will be a 
general discussion of státe gov ernment

Such an organization, p olitically con­ 
trolled and p romoting selfish interests, 
could do much harm. If it is handled with 
intelligent civ ic sp irit, how’ev er, it may be­ 
come tru ly useful. 
It may make ev ery one 
concerned more aware of p u blic issues, 
stimu late discussion, and assu re an honest 
and constru ctiv e attitu de on the p art of 
one legislator, at least. 
The p rogress of 
the scheme is w’orth watching.

The Federal Commu nications Commis­ 
sion, how'ev er, has been a tou gh nu t for 
him to crack. 
He has sw ep t ou t the Com­ 
mission’s red-tap e-laden law’ dep artment, 
and is nowr in the p rocess of hou se-cleaning 
the Ex amining Dep artment. He has other 
p lans in p rosp ect. 
Bu t ev en if he su cceeds in ou sting all 
incomp etent su bordinates, McNinch still is 
confronted with the chaos-breeding board 
of sev en members. 
And u ntil there is a 
wholesale decap itation the FCC will con­ 
tinu e to be one of the festering sores of 
the New' Deal.
